AAA Survey 
to Get 5-Year 
Crop Acreage 


Work is well under way in the 


county Triple-A office on 'one 
of 
the biggest jobs ever undertaken 
by an agricultural agency. The job 
is to get crop acreage and 
land 
use figures on all farms 
in 
the 


county for five years and plans 
for this year. 


The purpose of this program, ac- 
cording to B. E. McMahen, County 
Administrative Officer of the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Administra- 
tion in Hempstead County is 
to 
have acreage figures on all crops 
grown in the county as a basis for 
acreage allotments, goals or mar- 
keting quotas should they become 
necessary in the future. Such fi- —..~, 
gures, he said, probably will 
be IHope 
used as a basis for any such allot- member • 
ments, goals or quotas. 


Goals already have been estab- 
lished for commercial potato pro- 
ducers and allotments are ineffect 
or peanut producers and indica- 
tions are that allotments may be- 
come necessary for cotton ' and 
other major crops in a few years 
lf, not next year. Full cooperation 
ot all farmers in the county will 
be necessary if the acreage survey* 
is completed by June 3, the date 
set for completion, Mr. McMahen 
said.

political arena in 1913, he is 
on 


the sidelines in a

Germany's Constitution Is 
Most Remarkable Document 
of Its Kind Ever Drafted 


By DeWITT MACKENZIE

Western Germany's new Repub- 


lican constitution — modeled 
on 


the American and British systems 
of government — is one of the most 
remarkable documents of the kind 
ever drafted. It is truly the product 
of our new era. 


This 
constitution provides 
(on 
paper, at least) the greatest de- 
gree of democracy the country 
ever has known. Indeed, one inight 
say it provides virtually the only 
democracy Germany has 
experi- 


enced, because the short-lived Wie- 
mar republic (1919-33) died an un- 
natural death before it could fulfill 
Us promise. 


Even more striking is the fact 


that Germany — twice the instiga- 
tor of world wars within a genera- 
tion — not only outlaws aggressive 
war but provides for the transfer 
of the Reich's proud sovereignty to 
a United States of Europe. 
And 
Germans who only a short time 
ago were bowing the neck to the 
Hitlerian dictatorship are given a 
sweeping bill of rights which de- 
clares that "the dignity of man 
shall be inviolable." 


What a 
transformation 
There 
still are knocking about plenty of 
us "old timers" who hark back to 
the days of Kaiser Wilhelm II, the 
^'all highest" . who fathered World 
War I, .pursuant to his policy of 
imperial expansion. The kaiser was 
an autocrat who believed that he 
ruled by devine right, a fact which 
inspired an .American to write the 
famous satirical poem "Me 
Und 
Gbtt," which infuriated 
the 
em- 
peror. 
. ' • ' " ' ' 


_The old. kaiser was the epitome 


of prussianism. Under his "Me Und 
Gott ' rule, aiming at expansion, 
there was a rapid rise in taxation 
because of the cost of armament, 
and a large class of the population 
was dissatisfied with the milita- 
ristic organization of the country 
It was this period that saw 
the 


great expansion of the Krupp ar- 
mament works in the Ruhr. 


Then came the world war which 
resulted in the abdication of the 
kaiser. The Weimar republic tried 
to inaugurate democracy, only to 
be overtaken by the Hitlerian re- 
gime, which represented one of the 
most terrible dictatorships of 
all 
time. 


Now we get the violent revulsion 


to all this in the new constitution. 
German political leaders claim it 
is the most progressive in exist- 
ence. 
., Well, they .are going 
to 
have 


their chance to prove that claim. 
They still will be under Allied su- 
pervision until such time: as they 
have demonstrated their fitness to' 
Walk alone, but the Allied purpose 
is to encourage them to stand on 
their own feet. 


The constitution, of course, can 


only, apply to .the three zones of 
Western; Germany, at 
;the 
outset, 
but it has been dra\vn up so as to 
include 
Soviet-controlled 
Eastern 
3ermany as soon as a United iNa- 
tion can be achieved. All this is 
clearly specified in the preamble 
which says that "the entire Ger- 
man people is called upon to ac- 
complish, by free determination, 
the untiy and 
^ freedom 
of 
Ger- 
many." , 


The framers of the constitution 


have nailed 
down their 
bill of 
rights by prescribing penalties for 
would-be dictators who "by force 


i or threat of force" change the con- 
jstitution or deprive the head 
of 


[state of his powers. Strange as it 
may seem, the most severe penalty 
is life imprisonment. 


The new Germany has abolished 


capital punishment.

The special federal grand jury 
in New York which has been in- 
vestigating Communist treachery 
has m'ade a plaintive preseritmen' 
pointing out many defects in our 
defenses against betrayal by trait- 
ors. For one, it deplores the refusal 
of the guardians of the bar to go 
after lawyers who refuse to say 
Whether they are Communists on 
the ground 
that 
their 
answers 
might incriminate them. 
Three specimens, John Abt, Lee 
Pressman and Nathan Witt, who 
put their refusal into the record 
before the Thomas committee last 
year, still are allowed to practice 
by reason of a fastidious precedent 
in the New York courts although, 


i as Ihis grand jury observes, by the 
I nature of their profession they are 
officers of the court whose loyally 
to the constitution should be above 
question. Inasmuch as membership 
in the Communist conspiracy is ob 
viously of itself a disloyal condi- 
tion, any man who could be in- 
criminated by his answer to this 
question is unfit to be an officer 
of the court or indeed a citizen 
at all and should be disbarred. 


Pressman and Witt, of the trio 
aforesaid, are graduates of Har- 
vard law, of course. They are old 
friends of Justice Felix Frankfurt- 
er and Judge Jerome Frank, of 
the circuit court of appeals 
in 
New York, of course, and they 
served in the system of invisible 
government which the Frankfurter 
cult established early in the New 
Deal and has operated with un- 
dulating power and success down 
to now. The careers of all three 
have been reviewed bfor in thse 
mdiations and the tmptation to 
dwll again on the enormity of the 
condition which they reveal will be 
resisted. 


However, the fact becomes more 
glaring day by day that the states 
ihemselves have disused, and in 
some cases quite forgotten, pow- 
ers which could be strongly de- 
terrent in this area as well as in 
the field of riots 
by 
organized 


goons under orders from unions 
which are, ironically, proteges of 
the national administration. 
The states have powers to de- 
fine treason 
to themselves 
and 
some of them, 
at 
least, 
have 


adopted such definitions either in 
their consitutions or in statues, or 
both, which are much broader than 
the federal constitutional verboten 
and more effective. 


Upon reading with surprise re- 
cently that John Brown was hanged 
not for treason to the United States 
but for treason to the common- 
wealth of Virginia, I put to three 
lawyers the question whether any 
of the states now forbade treason 
to themselves and, if so, what 
treason was and what the penalties 
were, 
The fact that these three 
learned barristers were unable to 
venture curbstone opinions on the 
•yes" or "no" question will sug- 
gest the degree 
of stupor ' into 


which the citizens, and states, have 
been drugged by the federal pow- 
er. All three attorneys knew, of 
course, the stilted and ineffective 
definition of treason in the fed- 
eral constitution which insists that 
the act shall consist 
"only" of 


levying war against the United 
States, or adhering to their ene- 
mies, giving them aid and com- 
fort. 


We have all become so shyster- 
minded in recent years, what with 
our knowledge that somebody can 
be sued for every petty mishap or 
angry remark, that even when we 
did catch a batch of traitors in 
Europe after the war, we fogged 
the issue and split hairs until all of 
them got off with their lives where- 
as a courageous people would have 
bumped them off and called it a 
good day's work. Ezra Pound, the 
nut poet, one of the accused, had 
had traffic with some of Henry 
Wallace's comrades in the weird 
esoteric cult of the goofy Guru 
and he threatened to call old bub- 
blehead et all as witnesses for his 
defense. For this among other rea- 
sons, the Truman administration, 
still mortified by the memory of 
bubblehead's 
thirteen 
years 
in 
Washington, decided to clap 
Mi- 


Pound into St. Elizabeth's, a con- 
venient coop for inconvenient ac- 
cusers of the great regime, and 
there he is today. Whatever he 
may swear to against Wallace in 
the future, will be, mitigated if not.

not put to the same tests or we 
might have had still another fas- 
cinating chapter of his story. 


All this time, 
as 
my 
friends 
learned by further inquiry, some, 
at least, and probably all of the 
stales, forbid treason and provide 
the death penalty but have got- 
ten all about it. Indeed, without 
exception 
they 
have 
submitted 


without a whimper to treason, in- 
surrection and sedition by 
mobs 


organized by unions and actually 
encouraged by the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 
..The state of New York provides 
that "where persons rise in insur- 
rection with intent to prevent 
in 


general, by force and intimidation, 
the execution of a statute of this 
state, or to force its repeal, they 
are guilty of levying war," which 
is treason and a capital offense, 
lhat certainly should be broad 
enough to permit the state of New 
\ork to do away with rough-house 
pickets, but, far 
from 
enforcing 
this law in areas which have been 
victims of the terror, the district 
attorneys apparently have not even 
known of its existence.
